ABOUT  TONIGHT  * S  PLAY 


1TLute  Song11  had  its  first  formal  per¬ 
formance  at  the  Imperial  Court  at  Peking, 
China  in  the  year  llqOlp*  For  more  than  500 
years  it  has  been  the  classic  play  of  the 
Chinese  Theatre  -  enjoying  much  the  same 
exalted  position  in  China  as  does  the  work 
of  Shakespeare  elsewhere.  Its  author  was 
Kao-Tong-Eia,  a  lipth  century  schoolmaster* 

In  191-1-6  Michael  Myerberg  produced  the 
classic  on  Broadway  as  a  musical  play, 
assigning  the  task  of  adaptation  to  co¬ 
writers  Will  Irwin  and  the  late  Sidney 
Howard*  The  musical  play  featured  Mary 
Martin  and  Yul  Brynner  in  the  cast  with  a 
musical  score  by  Raymond  Scott* 

Tonight fs  production,  which  is  adapted 
from  the  Broadway  presentation,  emphasizes 
the  Oriental  stag©  technique  of  presentation- 
alism  -  employing  no  act  curtain  but  with 
the  conventional  Chinese  property  men  who 
make  changes  of  hangings  in  full  view  of  the 
audience*  In  the  Chinese  Theatre  these 
property  men  dressed  in  black  from  head  to 
toe  were  presumably  11  invisible11  to  the 
patrons  * 

The  music  used  in  tonight *s  production 
is  from  the  Folkways  Record  Album  of 
Chinese  Classical  music*
